TO RESIST SUIT 


OF HUSBAND 


San Francisco Attorney Takes First 


Step in What Promises to Be Sen- 


sational Divorce Proceedings 


Before District Court 


M!RS. PEDAR BRUGIERRE, wife 


of one of the leading physicians 
of San Francisco, Is going to 


contest the 
divorce suit 
recently 


brought against her in Reno by her 
husband. 
The first step 
in what 


promises to be a bitter as well as a 
sensational 
fight, 
began 
yesterday 


when John J. Barrett, a San Fran- 
cisco attorney, and counsel for Mrs. 
Brugierre, made application and was 
granted a license to practice law in 
Nevada by the supreme court. Mr. 
Barrett left. Reno at 1 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon in company with E. 
R. Dodge, returning last evening on his 
way to San Francisco. 
Mr. Barrett 


admitted that he will represent Mrs. 
Brugierre in 'the suit and further stat- 
ed that though the doctor has insti- 
tuted proceedings, he will not secure 
his divorce .if Mrs. Brugierre can pre- 
vent it. 


"In the first place," 'said Mr. Bar- 


rett, "Mr.. Brugierre has not estab- 
lished a residence in Nevada. 
Last 


April or May he came to Nevada and 
secured a license to practice his pro- 
fession. So far as I can learn he has 
made no Attempt to become a citizen 
of the state. His charge of desertion 
will be contested. Mrs. Brugierre and 
her five year old daughter are now in 
San Francisco and have been there, 
making no effort to desert their hus- 
band and father. Whether cross com- 
plaints will be filed I cannot say at 
this time. That will come out in our 
answer which will be filed in plenty of 
'time, within the next forty days. 
It 


will certainly contain facts enough to 
offset Dr. Brugierre's allegation of de- 
sertion." 


Mr. Barrett was anxious to meet 


W. B. Craig-, who is attorney for Dr. 
Brugierre. Mr. Craig, however, is now 
in San Francisco receiving treatment 
for throat trouble. It Is understood 
Mr. Barrett wants him to consent to 
allowing Mrs. Brugierre to make a de-

NOTEWORTHY departure from methods of railway 
valuation is presented in the advance bulletin of tne 


Censue Bureau on Commercial Valuation of the Railroads 
Frankly abandoning the method of p/iysical appraisal, the 
attempt is made to asceitam the value ot the railroads as 
going concerns, by the capitalization of their net income 
Although the formula for arriving at net earnings is, 
in our judgment defective, because it does not make any 
allowance for__depreciation and betterments, the general 
plan of valuation on the basis of earnings is to be com- 
mended for the reason that it regards the railroad indus- 
try not as a congeries of rails, ties, buildings and equip- 
ment, but as^a business whose value is based upon its 
ability to produce an income for i*s owners 
-

We question the propriety of ani scheme of distribut- 


ing _the value of a railway system among the various 
states through which it runs, -says the Railway "World. 
Any plan for accomplishing iuch a result mast start from 
assumptions difficult to verify It is also to be doubted

sults reached by the Census Bureau Such an adoption of 
thefcensus figures in view of the partial assessment of 
other kinds of property in most of the states would fur- 
thermore work great injustice to the railroads.

An? in a war 
with a first class power, such as Germany or France, 
the "tight little isle" would be put under-'the necessity to 
convoy the grain laden ships across the Atlantic with the 
very best and Swiftest cruisers she possesses.

doubtless; bearingin- mind that the European rivals of the 
mighty empire would note all the features of its.report— 
ventures to state 'that the suggestion heretofore made, 
that large stores of grain be kept expressly to cover the 
emergency of war, should be encouraged. 


The great' grain merchants of the United Kingdom 


would, naturally view suSn* a project with some alarm. It 


. would mean that the enormous supply necessary to main- 


tain to'make the policy worth while would have to be an- 


..•nually. sold iri the open market and replaced with new 


wheat. This would mean that vast quantities would be put 
.upon the 'market at the lime least expected, in many in- 


•.:, stances'' by'.the grain merchants. A fluctuation in value, 
'. sudden and severe, might ensue 'to the grain merchants 
-happening to have large stocks on "hand. The speculative 
markets-in this country, too, would be affected. The enor- 
mous quantity of wheat always in "visible supply" would 
have a tendency to bring conservatism 'to the traders on 
the "other side,"'who would be timid in responding to {he 
frantics of the "bull1 operators in Chicago. And so,. prol>-

and maintained to'the woe of. the professional speculator, 
to the,ease of mincl.of the American wheat grower, and to 
, the' .benefit of .the poor of Europe, who would have a loaf

would no longer have to .fear Trie nightmare of dear bread, 
.which always comes arrdilast indefinitely, with the advent 
off-wheat coineis in the United States.—Utah State-Jour- 
nal.

VALUATION OF RAILWAY PROPERTY 


A 


XOTETVORTHY departure from methods of railway 
valuation is presented in the advance.bulletin of the 


Census Bureau on/Commercial Valuation of the Railroads. 
Frankly abandoning the method.of physical .appraisal, the 
attempt isimade to ascertain the'value ot" the railroads as 
going concerns, by the capitalization of their net income. 
Although .the' formula .'for arriving at net 'earnings is, 
in,bur judgment, defective, because it does not make any 
'allowance for_jSepreciation and betterments, the general 
plan -of valuation on the basis of earnings is to be com- 
mended for the reason that It: regards the railroad indus- 
try not as a congeries of rails, ties, buildings and equip- 


^ 
ment, but as^a business whose value is based upon its 
ability to produce an income for its owners. 
'•* 


• " "We question the propriety of any scheme of distribut- 
ing _the value of a railway system among the various 
states through which it runs, -says the Railway "World. 
Any_ plan for accomplishing such a result must start from 
assumptions difficult to verify. It is also : to be doubted 
•whither the states could be persuaded to generally aban- 
don*th'eir 'diverse systems of assessment to accept the re- 
sults preached by the Census Bureau. Such an adoption of 
tnefcensus figures in vfew of the partial assessment of 
other kinds of property in most of the states would fur- 
thermore worfc great Injustice to the railroads. Probably 
under a system of national Incorporation an'd federal tax- 
ation of railroads can results of Jthe census investigation 
,be turned to rpractical account In 'the interest of sound 
thinking In >the field of tappraisal, however, the work of 
the -Bureau is to be heartily commended.

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.Valuable Bullfrog Ore Carted Away 
' 
Before Crime is Finally 


Discovered 


BULLFROG, (Nev.), August 
23.— 


With gold ore worth from $10 to $20 
a pound sticking out of the side of a 
mine shaft, it's little wonder that bur- 
glars abound, when all that is neces- 
sary for them to do is to step down a 
ladder in the darkness, fill their pock- 
ets to the bulging point and go away 
with anywhere from $50 to $100 for 
their night's work. JThere's no telling 
to this day how often this has hap- 
pened in the property of the Bullfrog 
Alining Company on Ladd Mountain, 
for the robbers were careful enough 
for a long time to hide their move- 
ments from the attention of 'the miners 
who were drilling into .the heart of the 
mountain in a tunnel far below them. 
The noise of the hammer and drill 
was just the thing to effectually drown 
any other sound, and as no men were 
at actual work in the -shaft itself, the 
thieves had everything their own way. 


The mystery lies in how the robbers 


ever learned of the existence of this 
streak of rich ore which assays showed 
to run from anywhere from $20,000 to 
$40,000 a ton. It was common knowl- 
edge throughout the district that the 
•whole shaft was in rich ore, but it was 
believed by the management of the 
property that they alone knew where 
the phenomenally rich part of it was 
to be found. Clever as the thieves were 
they at last overreached themselves 
by" carelessness. In snipping 
their 


booty out of the rock, they let enough 
. of it Jrop to the bottom of the shaft 
' alongside the bed of the tunnel to at- 


tract' the attention of Superintendent 
Bob Smith as he was passing through. 
Stumbling over a piece of it he readily 
recognized its identity and straight- 
way made an Investigation, which re- home builders, 
vealed to him what had been going on. 


The superintendent laid a trap for 


the robbers. About thirty feet from the 
top of the shaft he took out a whole 
section of the ladder. A man coming 
down and making a misstep would 
drop 120 feet to the bottom. But the 
thieves were evidently wary for there 
has been no casualty and now the rich 
body of ore is safe from further dep- 
radatlon and will remain where it lies 
•until taken away to the company's own 
mill, the construction 'of which is a 
matter of the near future. 


The Bullfrog mine is productive of 


many sensations, but none more re- 
markable than the strike that has just 
been made in the face of the tunnel, 
which is now 251 feet into the moun- 
tain. The men are drilling through a 
stringer of quartz, the first assays o£ 
which shoywed 
nearly'$5,000 a ton.

Of all the deserts of the west, it alone 
lies beneath the level of the sea; it 
alone -ncas builded by a river. 


From the beginning of time the Col- 


orado river, a snow fed stream rising 
on the west slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, has been rushing madly toward 
the sea, discharging an immense vol- 
ume of water into the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, It does not traverse broad fields 
and fertile valleys, but 'throughout its 
entire course has cut its tortuous way

eached the Gulf. 


™ The Colorado has been an effective 


tool in the hand of the great artist, 
nature. Through countless ages it has 
been carving out canyons which for 
scientific grandeur have no equal in 
the entire world. But the carving of 
these canyons has meant 'the tearing 
away of millions upon millions of tons 
of solid rock. The process of erosion 
is slow, and the rock has been removed 
in minute particles, but these particles. 
iridngled with the sediment brought 
•down to the river by the melting snows 
and mourtain streams, have given the 
Colorado its reputation as a muddy 
river, for it carries more silt than any 
river in the "United States save the 
Missouri.

control of the Imperial irrigation pro- 
ject is peculiar to itself; it is not like 
a government project; it 'differs from 
a Carey act project; it differs from 
"every other irrigation system in the 
United States. In some respects it is 
more complicated, but its intricacies 
are being done away with, and a sim- 
pler system is being evolved. 


In the Imperial Valley water does 


not attach to the land; the ownership 
of the land 3oes not carry with it the 
ownership of the -water. The water is 
controlled, practically owned by the 
California Development Company, and 
is sold by that concern to the set- 
tlers, under a system of its own. This 
company built the canals, made the 
water filing, and carried the water from 
the Colorado river into the Imperial 
Valley. An associate company, but a 
separate and distinct organization, the 
Imperial Land Company, controls the 
work of colonization and <;ees to the 
development of the business interests 
of Imperial Valley.

Near Virginia Save Fellow 
i 


Men and Property 


While the 7 o'clock shift was pre- 


paring to begyi work in the Sutro 
tunnel near Virginia City yesterday 
morning a fire was discovered at a 
point 5600 feet from the mouth. An 
alarm -was immediately sent in and 
within an hour after the blaze was 
extinguished, 
the 
total 
damage 


amounting to not more than $300. 


"While it was too hot to get close all 


the men stayed near except one who 
ran to the rnouth of the tunnel with 
the news and request for help. Imme- 
diately Foreman John 
Denevi 
and 


Jacob E. W'.nnie of the tunnel com- 
pany started in with the fire truck, 
which was standing ready for emer- 
gencies on the track at Sutro. These 
men rushed to, the 
rescue without 


thought of the' danger. 
Immediately 


Franklin 
Leonard, 
president of the 


company, called for volunteers and ac- 
companied by every man employed, 
rushed in to help man the pumps and 
relieve those inside. 


The men cm the regular shift were- 


about exhausted by the heat and hard 
work and were quickly relieved and the 
flre placed- under control. 


All the superintendents were notified 


by telephone and acted so promptly 
that all chance of loss of .life 
was 


quickly 
averted. 
Superintendents 


McKinty, Sharon and McDonnell sent 
Foremen O'Hara and Commerford to 
Sutro and they made the trip of nine 
m'les in record time. Arriving at the 
mouth of thf! tunnel these two brave 
men rushed in'to the rescue on foot 
and at the SOO station met President 
Leonard and his men coming out, the 
flre then being under control. 


Preparations to build bulkheads had 


been quickiy made but were not need- 
ed because the large volumes of water 
passing through the tunnel made it 
possible to pump a large stream upon 
the fire. 


Jacob Winnie, who is a son-in-law of 


President Leonard held the nozzle and 
Foreman Denevi placed timbers 
to 


keep the ground where the timbers 
had burned out from falling upon him, 
taking the most dangerous work upon 
themselves, 
but 
every man present 


did all he was called upon to do and 
faced the danger resolutely. 


Every man understood full well that 


if the flre burned timbers enough to 
cave the ground the water would be 
backed upon the pumps, the pumps 
drowned and all work upon the Corn- 
stock would cease. 
Everything 
de- 


pends upon keeping the Sutro tunnel 
open. The great pumping machinery 
run by electricity and costing 
over 


$450,000 is all based upon the use of 
the Sutro tui(nel for drainage and all 
water passes through it. 


On May 1st the Comstock Pumping 


Association assumed charge of the re- 
pairs and improvement of the tunnels 
under a contract with the Constock 
Tunnel Company, providing for the 
expenditure of ?125,000 in the tun- 
nel. 
A large drain thirty inches in 


diameter with a capacity of 8500 gal- 
lons per minute' is being installed, as 
well as more than 1,000,000 feet 
of 


lumber. 
This work is all under the 


direction of Engineer Leon M. Hall, 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Comstock 


Pumping AssOLiation. 
Mr. Hall left 


San Francisco for the scnee on the 
first train M assume charge. 
How- 


ever the- quick action of the men. on 
the ground saved the pumping asso- 
ciation the loss of thousands of dollars 
to say nothing of the irreparable in- 
jury to the costly machinery of the 
mines and the long delays and loss of 
time that might have resulted. 


Franklin Leonard Jr., treasurer of 


the Comstock Tunnel Company, was 
at Reno this evening and stated that 
the greatest praise -was due the men 
for their brave and quick action. Mr. 
Leonard stated that only a few sets 
of timbpis were destroyed and the the 
loss could not exceed a few hundred 
dollars. The IteiJIer purnps were not 
"topperl nor was the operation of any 
mine delayed.

• SUMY OF 


Of the 600 Miles of Roads in 


Washoe County But Few Have 


Been Placed on Map 


Clerk of the District Court W. A. 


Fogg has received from the depart- 
ment of the interior an appointment 
as road commissioner for 
"Washoe 


county. 
The appointment is in line 


with the work of the national good 
roads department in selecting repre- 
sentatives at the county seats of every 
county in the union. 


The commissioners are named by the 


department for the purpose of secur- 
ing information regarding the roads of 
the various localities where the ap- 
pointments are made and to enable the 
government 
to proceed inteiiigently 


•with its work of improving the high- 
ways of the country. 


"I will not be able to accept the ap- 


pointment," said Mr. Fogg yesterday, 
"Cor the reason that 
the roads 
in 


Washoe county have never been sur- 
veyed and therefore are not platted. 
For this reason I do not see that 
could be of any service to the depart- 
ment in collecting the data which it 
wishes. 


"Of the 600 miles o£ highways in 


"Washoe county but a few miles of 
road have been surveyed. Roads that 
have been platted were originally built 
as toll roads and were surveyed by 
the original owners. 
For 
the most 


part, however, these have been closed 
although a few of them are now used 
as county highways. 


"It is a peculair thing, but com- 


paratively few of our county roads 
have ever been surveyed. This county 
has an abundance of good roads, but 
few - of them have ever been platted 
on the map."
